ROSTER OF SOLDIERS AND SATLORS 
OF WOBURN, WHO SERVED IN THE 
WAR FOR THE UNION, 1861-5. 


COMPILED RY A. P. BARRETT. 


In presenting for publication, the roster of 
those who, on field and flood, fought for the 
preservation of the Union, and sustained 
the honor of Woburn, during the war of 
1861-65, a few words of introduction may 

, not be inappropriate. 

It is by no means claimed to be free from 
errors, for absolute accuracy is impossible; 
but whatever sincere endeavor, careful re- 
search,and no small amount of labor for 
some years, can avail toward that desidera- 
tum, that much has certainly been done. 
It has proved to be a work of far greater 
magnitude than anticipated, in order to carry 
but the original plan; but it has at last been 
accomplished in an imperfect and feeble 
manner, it is true, and it is hoped that it may 
prove of interest to the citizens of the town.
